Introducing  Student  Administratiye  Services 


Standing  in  line  is  no  one's  idea  of 
a  good  time,  especially  a  busy 
college  student's. 

With  the  goal  to  make  the  experi- 
ence at  Western  New  England  College 
as  consumer-friendly  as  possible,  the 
new  Student  Administrative  Services 
(SAS)  was  formed.  Housed  in  the 
newly  finished  space  (see  pictures)  on 
the  ground  floor  of  D'Amour  Library, 
SAS  is  an  innovative  concept  merging 
the  offices  of  Records  and  Registra- 


tion, Billing  and  Collections,  and 
Financial  Aid  into  one  new  department. 

The  new  office  opened  January  15, 
1995,  and  is  designed  to  allow  students 
to  perform  every-day  activities,  such  as 
registering  for  classes,  cashing  a  check, 
or  paying  a  bill,  at  one  place.  The  new 
office  also  has  longer  hours  so  it's  more 
convenient  for  both  fuil-time  and  part- 
time  students. 

"This  is  a  student-centered  ap- 
proach," explained  Dr.  Christopher 


Oberg,  the  College's  vice  president  for 
finance.  "We  are  redirecting  our 
resources  to  our  clients.  We  are 
reorienting  our  efforts  from  serving  the 
organization  to  serving  our  students." 

Walk  into  Student  Administrative 
Services,  and  you'll  be  greeted  by  a 
friendly  client  service  representative 
who  can  guide  you  through  your  first 
time  at  the  office.  Whether  a  student 
needs  an  answer  to  a  financial  aid 
question,  to  find  out  if  a  class  is 


available,  or  simply  to  cash  a  check  for 
some  grocery  money,  the  staff  works  as 
a  team  to  give  the  student  the  assistance 
he  or  she  needs. 

Other  colleges  and  universities  have 
been  intrigued  by  the  SAS  team 
concept.  Dr.  Beverly  Miller  and  Dr. 
Oberg  were  invited  to  discuss  it  at  the 
21st  Century  Higher  Education  Confer- 
ence last  December,  sponsored  by 
KPMG  Peat  Marwick.

Into  the  21st  Century 
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The  Information  Superhighway  Runs  through  WNEC 


The  Internet  has  arrived  at  Western 
New  England  College,  and 
everyone  seems  to  be  getting  in  on  the 
action.  With  approximately  1,000 
Internet  accounts  at  the  College 
already,  many  students  use  it  for 
research,  or  to  contact  students  at 
other  schools.  Also,  several  instructors 
teach  about  the  Internet  in  their 
classes. 

Jerzy  Letkowski,  associate  profes- 
sor of  quantitative  methods  and 
computer  information  systems, 
teaches  the  concepts  of  Internet  in  his 
Business  Computer  Systems  courses, 
as  well  as  the  Weekend  MBA.  He 
says,  "Internet  is  not  only  a  communi- 
cation channel  for  students  and 
instructors,  but  a  tool  to  search  for 
information  all  over  the  world."  He 
explains  that  the  Internet  enhances  the 
team-based  approach  taught  in  the 
Weekend  MBA  program.  "We  have 
students  from  different  slates.  They 
can  send  information  and  important 
documents  to  each  other  during  the 
week  to  prepare  for  class." 

Students  can  contact  friends, 
brothers,  and  sisters  throughout  the 
world.  Sophomore  English  major 
Lynn  Boucher  uses  the  Internet  for 
research,  library  resources,  and  to 


keep  in  touch  with  friends  all  over  the 
country. 

Lyrm  took  a  course  last  semester 
called  Computing  for  Arts  and  Sci- 
ences with  Professor  Hoyt  Warner. 
She  says,  "We  learned  to  use  the 
Internet  in  class  and  I  really  enjoyed 
it,  so  I  bought  a  modem,  got  an 
account  through  the  College,  and  now 
I  use  the  Internet  at  home."  Lynn  likes 
being  able  to  send  notes  to  friends  far 
away.  "I'm  really  bad  at  writing 
letters.  This  makes  it  so  much  easier." 

Junior  marketing  major  Erik 
Foubert  uses  Internet  to  talk  with 
students  at  other  colleges,  and  to 
converse  with  his  mother,  who  has  an 
Internet  account  in  Florida,  where  she 
works  for  the  government.  Says  Erik, 
"It's  a  great  way  to  communicate 
because  if  she's  isn't  there,  I  can  leave 
the  message,  and  she  can  e-mail  me 
later."  Erik  also  uses  Internet  for 
research.  Recently,  one  of  his  friends 
needed  information  on  President 
Clinton  and  the  Press  Corps.  Eric 
says,  "We  e-mailed  the  President  at 
the  White  House  and  got  information 
on  sources  to  contact.  It  was  great."

tion through  the  Internet. 

The  early  '90s  brought  local  e-mail 
to  WNEC,  with  the  implementation  of 
WordPerfect  Office.  Faculty,  adminis- 
trators, and  staff  could  then  e-mail  each 
other.  It  saved  time  and  money,  as 
memos  were  sent  by  computer,  saving 
paper  and  copying  expenses. 

For  the  last  four  or  five  years,  the 
College  community  could  e-mail 
others  outside  the  campus  through 
Bitnet,  a  system  smaller  than  the 
Internet.  But  it  wasn't  until  last  sum- 
mer, when  access  to  the  Internet  was 
installed,  that  it  seemed  the  interna- 
tional superhighway  was  upon  us. 

Says  Ed  Lindberg,  director  of 
computer  services,  "It  has  exploded. 
Everyone  has  Internet  accounts — 
they're  everywhere — it's  growing  and 


growing,  with  no  end  in  sight."  Ed 
feels  there  may  be  repercussions  to 
such  fast  growth,  but  for  now  the 
College  community  and  people 
everywhere  are  taking  advantage  of  the 
easy  access  to  one  another,  opening  up 
their  horizons,  and  really  feeling  a  part 
of  the  world!

Winter  Sports 
Highlights 

The  Western  New  England  College 
winter  sports  season  had  some  excit- 
ing moments  ttiis  year.  The  women's 
basketball  team  had  another  strong 
season,  finishing  with  a  17-8  record 
for  first-year  coach  Tony  Williams. 
The  Golden  Bears  made  it  to  the  semi- 
finals of  the  Northeast  Women's 
Athletic  Conference  playoffs,  before 
losing  a  60-58  overtime  heartbreaker 
to  Emmanuel  College. 


Senior  guard  Kim  Coia  (Palmer, 
MA)  concluded  a  brilliant  four-year 
career  by  eclipsing  the  all-time  school 
scoring  mark.  By  season's  end,  Kim 
had  amassed  a  total  of  1,826  points, 
breaking  the  old  mark  set  by  Jane 
Maijanski  '86  by  over  100  points. 

Also  finishing  fine  careers  were 
senior  guard  Joy  Clark  (Feeding  Hills, 
MA)  and  senior  forward  Cassie  Gaze 
(Jefferson,  MA).  Cassie  finished  as 
the  eighth  all-time  leading  scorer  at 
WNEC,  and  Joy  finished  ninth.  Cassie 
also  finished  as  one  of  the  top  all-time 
rebounders,  finishing  in  fifth  spot. 


The  men's  basketball  team 

finished  with  an  11-14  record,  a  huge 
improvement  over  the  previous 
season's  3-22  mark.  Second-year 
coach  Brett  Bishop  led  the  team  into 
the  Constitution  Athletic  Conference 
tournament,  where  they  lost  a  tough 
77-73  decision  to  Norwich  University. 

Junior  Jason  Spann  (Hamden,  CT) 
led  the  Golden  Bears  in  scoring  this 
season,  averaging  15.8  points  per 
game  in  his  first  year  with  the  team. 
Junior  transfer  Anthony  Evans 
(Brockton,  MA)  also  helped  the 
WNEC  cause,  chipping  in  with  12 
points  per  game. 


Junior  forward  Joe  Walsh  had  his 
finest  collegiate  season,  averaging 
15.5  points  and  9.1  rebounds  per 
game.  He  was  named  second-team 
All-CAC  this  season. 

The  wrestling  team  had  yet 
another  strong  season  with  a  16-8 
dual-meet  record.  Head  coach  Bob 
Skelton  also  picked  up  his  300th 
victory  leading  the  Golden  Bears  this 
season.  He  has  an  overall  record  of 
302-139-5. 

WNEC  finished  seventh  in  the 
New  England  Championships,  but 
junior  Bill  Simpson  (Enfield,  CT)  won 
the  158-pound  weight  class  and 
qualified  for  the  NCAA  Division  III 
National  Championships.  His  finish  in 
the  Nationals  enabled  the  Golden 
Bears  to  finish  33rd  out  of  103 
schools. 

Junior  Jesse  Morrison  (Braintree, 
MA)  also  had  a  big  regular  season  for 
WNEC,  finishing  with  a  22-3  record 
at  142  pounds. 

Western  New  England  also  fielded 
swimming  teams  for  the  first  time 
this  season.  While  both  teams  finished 
with  losing  records,  there  were  some 
highlights  to  the  year.  Both  the  men's 
and  women's  teams  defeated  Albertus 
Magnus  College.  The  women's  team 
placed  a  surpising  second  in  the 
NEWAC  Championships  in  Novem- 
ber. Freshman  Heather  Croughwell 
(Pittsfield,  MA)  led  the  way  for 
WNEC  by  placing  second  in  the  500- 
yard  freestyle. 

Both  the  men's  and  women's 
bowling  teams  finished  in  second 
place  in  the  Tri-Stale  Bowling  Confer- 
ence. The  men  finished  second  to 
W.P.I..  while  (he  women's  team  was 
behind  UMass-Lowell.  WNEC's  Tony 
Mancini  (Wolcotl,  CT)  was  the 
league's  high-average  bowler  finish- 
ing the  year  with  a  191  average.  The 
women's  program  was  led  by  Anne 
Marie  Gravel  with  a  166  average.

English  majors  with  concentrations 
in  communication  at  WNEC  now 
have  a  new  club  to  call  their  own.  The 
Communications  Association  was  put 
into  motion  at  the  end  of  the  1992- 
1993  school  year,  by  Melissa  Wojcik 
'95,  Julie  Humphreys  '94  and  Laura 
Martin  '94.  The  three  brought  their 
idea  for  a  club  to  the  Student  Activi- 
ties OMce  in  the  spring  and  began 
writing  the  Association's  Constitution 
the  following  summer. 

The  Communications  Association 
focuses  its  energies  on  career  investi- 
gations for  English  and  communica- 
tions majors.  President  Tim  Clarke,  a 
senior  English  major  with  a  concentra- 
tion in  communication,  says  this 
aspect  of  the  group  is  very  interesting. 
"We've  gone  on  great  field  trips  and 
had  a  wonderful  guest  speaker  this 
year."  The  group  toured  Channing  L. 
Bete,  an  educational  publications 
company  in  South  Deerfield,  MA,  in 
November.  Tim  says  of  the  tour,  "It 
seemed  like  such  a  great  place  to 
work,  employees  were  very  excited 
about  their  work.  Everyone  who  went 
on  the  tour  wants  to  work  there  now." 

This  past  semester,  Maryann 
McKenna,  a  public  relations  represen- 
tative from  LEGO,  came  to  the 
campus  and  spoke  on  careers  in  public 
relations.  The  Association  also 
volunteered  time  to  answer  phones  at 
the  Channel  57  public  television 
membership  drive  in  December.  This 


spring  the  group  will  be  heading  to 
New  York  City  to  tour  NBC  television 
network  and  meet  with  the  head  of 
public  relations  for  Dangerfield's 
Comedy  Club. 

Dr.  Nancy  Hoar,  professor  of 
English  and  advisor  for  the  Communi- 
cations Association,  said  she  is  "really 
excited  about  the  energy  and  interest" 
of  group  members.  "Its  a  good  group 
to  work  with." 

President  Clarke  agrees  "The  nicest 
thing  is  the  group's  enthusiasm. 
Everyone  is  very  motivated." 

Stacey  Blinderman,  a  junior 
English/communication  major,  feels 
Dr.  Hoar  is  a  great  asset  to  the  group. 
"Dr.  Hoar  keeps  us  on  track  when  we 
get  crazy.  She  gives  us  great  ideas  for 
networking  and  set  up  the  trip  to 
Channing  L.  Bete."  Stacey  was  just 
elected  the  group's  president  next 
year.  "We  want  to  continue  our  work 
with  Channel  57.  Next  year  we  may 
have  radio  personalities  speak  to  the 
group." 

Being  a  new  club,  the  Communica- 
tions Association  has  "lots  of  motiva- 
tion but  lack  of  membership,"  adds 
Stacey.  The  group  is  hoping  to  attract 
more  members  next  year.  They  have 
had  fundraisers  on  campus  such  as  a 
cotton  candy  sale  on  March  8  and  will 
sponsor  the  final  FRIDAYS  of  the 
semester  later  this  spring.

Dot  Buzzelle:  Inspiring  Alumni  Affairs  and  the  College 


When  Dorothy  "Dot"  Buzzelle 
arrived  at  work  in  the  alumni 
office  the  other  day,  she  found  a 
larger-than-usual  pile  of  pledge  cards. 
"It  looks  like  the  students  had  a  good 
phonathon  last  night,"  she  sighed,  as 
she  started  her  daily  task  of  entering 
alumni  contributions  into  the  com- 
puter system.  For  over  two  decades, 
Dot  has  been  the  mainstay  of  the 
Office  of  Alumni  Affairs. 

Dot  started  at  the  College  at  a  time 
when  some  women  would  have  been 


thinking  about  slowing  down.  But  her 
caring  nature  led  her  to  apply  at 
Western  New  England  College  when 
her  job  at  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes  (later 
the  temporary  home  of  the  College's 
School  of  Law)  ended.  Already  a 
grandmother  in  1972,  Dot  felt  that 
working  at  the  College  was  a  way  to 
continue  to  be  involved  with  young 
people  in  addition  to  raising  her  own 
children,  daughters,  Karen  and  Nancy, 
and  son,  Stephen.  Dot  had  the  plea- 
sure of  seeing  Karen  graduate  summa 


cum  laude  in  mathematics  from 
WNEC  in  1978.  Dot's  late  brother, 
Norman  Totten,  graduated  from 
WNEC  in  1952,  and  came  back  for  his 
graduate  degree  in  1967. 

Now  the  grandmother  of  six,  and 
the  great-grandmother  of  two.  Dot 
says,  "It  feels  nice  to  see  the  children 
grow,  the  office  grow,  with 
fundraising  increasing,  and  more  of 
our  alumni  getting  involved.  I  still 
love  to  see  the  changes  that  are  taking 
place." 

Love  may  well  be  the  best  possible 
one-word  description  of  Dot  Buzzelle. 
She  is  also  dedicated,  hard-working, 
and  modest  about  her  accomplish- 
ments. When  she  started,  Dot  remem- 
bers, "There  were  only  a  few  thousand 
alumni  back  then.  We  put  everything 
on  index  cards  and  filed  them;  every- 
thing was  done  by  hand."  But,  along 
with  a  dramatic  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  alumni  came  the  necessity  of 
(racking  them  with  a  computer. 
Without  missing  a  beat.  Dot  took  the 
necessary  courses  and  soon  mastered 
this  new  tool  that  allows  her  to  serve 
ten  times  the  alumni  she  did  then. 


Says  Dot,  "It  has  been  an  interesting 
23  years,  watching  the  College  grow 
and  in  particular  watching  the  alumni 
get  involved.  The  way  alumni  re- 
sponded to  building  campaigns  over 
the  years  has  been  inspiring." 

"She's  the  one  who  is  inspiring," 
says  Tom  Hastings,  director  of  alumni 
affairs.  "She  inspired  the  whole  office 
during  the  Alumni  Healthful  Living 
Center  campaign.  She  would  come 
into  work  always  energized,  no  matter 
how  big  the  pile  of  work  on  her  desk. 
She  has  always  been  excited  about  the 
campus  expanding.  Dot  seems  to 
thrive  on  progress.
